1 ).ln response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e., Giraud fails to disclose the display is configured for being stepped on or rolled for transportation 
...) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

2).ln response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight 
reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight 
reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention 
was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re 
McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). In the instant case, both Castle and Giraud related to an advertised system for 
increasing sales of merchandises therefore, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
substitute display system in Castle's with the display system of Giraud which include memory and controller to dynamically changing the 
display content of the advertisement system for different products because it would provide convenient advertisement system that tracks 
consumer expose to a number of different advertisements and that exposes consumers to several different advertisements (col. 1 , lines 
26-29) for increasing products' sales, (see previous Office Action). 

It is noted in the Final Official Action, Claims 46, 49- 51, and 53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Castle in view of Giraud and further in view of Nagatomo, Claims 65-70 and 72-74 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Castle in view of Nagatomo. The rejection for the indicated claims is not response by Applicant in the Remarks. 
Applicant must also discuss the references applied against the claims, explaining how the claims avoid the references or distinguish from 
them in the next response. Therefore, the rejection is maintained.. 
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
